Tie Pecple’s League of Alberta be- 
lieves that political party cleavage 
prevents united action wy persons 
holding as individuals the same views 
on the more important provincial is- 
sues, and is a destructive force, 
detrimental to the best interests of 
the province. (jt the:@fore, abund- 
antly clear that some unifying force is 
required to bring about sane, sound 
and progressive government. With 
a view to attaining this objective the 
Pecple’s League of Alberta as a non- 
partisan crganization, offers itself 
as such unifying force, ‘but stands 
ready to take direct political action 
if de-med necessary by a properl, 
constituted convention. 

As the statement covering policy 
was so readily accepted to the exe 
ecutive gathering sc’ was a genera’ 
program embracing six major clauses 
as follows: 

1, The League is pledged to main 
tain all the fundamental principle 
of democracy, the right cf the in 
dividual to freedom of thcwght an 
speech, freedom of the press and un 
restricted access to the couris 0 
justice, and is unalterably opposed tc 
the practice uf gevernment by order 
in-council. 

2. Except for the maintenance o 
essential public services the League i 
pledged to maintain a _  progressiv 
economic system based c'n private and 
co-operative enterprise, subject t 
such government regulaticn as ma: 
be sy ae in the public interest. 

3.’ THe League favors a policy o 
readjustment and reduction of pri 
vate debts by consideration of each 
case on its individual merits, if poss- 
Ible by the extensicn anu imp-ov: 
ment of the existing federal machin 
ery for this purpose, and the elimina- 
tion of conflicting legislation. 

. The League favors a policy o 
adjustment and reduction of publi- 
debts by negvtiation between credi 
tor and debtor, and the establishment 
of a proceedure for arbitration ir 
the event of disagreement. 

5. The League believes that satis 
factory government can only be at 
tained by the application of recog 
nized business principles; it believes 
that the legislature of Albert: 
shculd be reduced to not more than 
24 members; and it favers the cum. 
plete removal of the civil service from 
the field cf political patronage with 
the estaclishment of a provincial 
civil service commission. 

C. In order to raise the standard 
of living and to bring economic se 
curity tc our people, we recor:ment 
that snecial attention be wail to the 
orderly development of ou? metura’ 
resources, the attraction of industries, 
particularly those having relation tv 
our natural and agricultural  re- 
sources, and the careful study of our 
agricultural problem. 

7. The People’s League of Al- 
berta shall confine its activities to 
provincia] issues only. 

Drafted by farmers for their own 
industry, a comprehensive program 
for consideration of the ert:re mem- 
hors up of the People’s League of N- 
berta ‘was carefully discussed during 
the two day meeting of the temporary 
executive, in Calgary. 

Basis behind the recommendations 
of n sound policy for ail branches cf 
the industry hinges on solution of pro- 
ducer problem, co-operating efforts 
and obtaining better service from 
porvincial departments. 

The executive, in view of its tem- 
porary status felt that no definite| 
agricultural policy could be advpted | 
but from time to time will present 
suggestions for groups to discuss and 
report back later at a general pr¢- 
vincial convention,

THE WORLD OF 
WHEAT 


— eee 


By H. G. L, Strange Director of 
“Crop Testing Plan.” 


A most unusual situation exists at 
the moment with the price of wheat 
on world markets. 

No, 1 Northern Canadian wheat at 


Liverpool is selling for 14 cents a 


bushel more than the best: Australian, 
21 cents higher than the best Indian 
and 25 cents more than the best 
Argentine, 

These spreads are ccnsiderably 
greater than the extra quality of 
Manitobas usually warrants, yet tc- 
day, at these wide spreads, such 
quantities weekly are being purchas- 
ed as will probably bring the “carry- 
over” of Canadian wheat on August 
1st next down to a normal level of 
not mcre than 40 million bushels, 

Why is it that suddenly the world 
is purchasing so much Canadian whex 
at such unsual premiums? 

Two explanations are made, One 
is that some countries in Europe, 
particularly Italy and Germany, are 
this year very short of food for their 
people and so are willing to pay 
these prices. The other thought is that 
a goed deal of Canadian wheat new 


being purchased is not for immediate 
consumption, but rather for storing 
up against possible war. Canadian 
wheat is particularly well-suited for 
this because it has good keeping 
qualities, 

Sooner or later, however, these wide 
price spreads will narrew up. 

Following factors have tended to 
raise price: Italy and Germany con- 
tinue to purchase wheat from many 
countries in large quantities. Spain 
bidding for wheat, Argentine large 
shipments being eagerly bought. 
Wheat area in North China needs ad- 
ditional moisture. Prices of many 
raw materials rising. Mexican veg- 
etable crops damaged by frosts. 

Following facters have tended to 
lower price: Eurpean crop conditions 
generally favorable. India expects 
tc start shipping to world markets 
soon, Argentine and Australian crops 
of high quality. U.S.A. winter wheat 
bult receives precipitation, Germany 
permits admixture of potatoe and 
rye flour in bread, Russia has a re- 
cord acreage in grains.

SPEND $40,000 ON 
LEVEL CROSSINGS 


An expenditure of about $40,000 
will be made in Alberta this year on 
the elimination of level crossings, it 
was reported recently from Ottawa. 
The appropriation will be provided 
from the grade crossing fund which 
is administered by the Board cf 
Railway Commissioners. 

Need of action along this line is 
demonstrated by the fact that 113 peo- 
ple were killed and 376 injured in 
railway accidents in Canada during 
the past year. Alberta has had its 
share of this type of traffic accident, 
with the subsequent toll of life or ser 
ious injury. In the United and in 
Canada, the vital need of removing 
these highway crossing hazards has 
been realized more and more in the 
last few. years, 

The Dominion government showed 
its interest in the mater scme years 
ago providing $1,000,000 for the pur- 
pose, A large part of that appropria- 
tion has een expended. 

Need of eliminating level crossings 
has been urged upon the government 
authorities of Alberta for some con- 
siderable time. The $40,000 voted for 
this province may be utilized to a 
greater extent than anticipated if oth- 
er interest which would benefit from 
such traffic improvements agree to 
bear a share of the expenditure This 
has been arranged in connecticn with 
improvements elsewhere of a similar 
nature.

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Another Boom Coming? 


A warning against an impending boom must appeal somewhat in the 
category of an anomaly to Western Canadians at the moment, yet there 
are not lacking signs that what might ultimately prove a real disaster is 
in the making on the North American continent and more than one author: | 
{ty is predicting it and shaking an admonitory finger. 

The attitude of admonition and warning is inspired by memories of 
the grand orgy of 1928 and 1929 and its reflex debacle when values were 
Wiped out overnight followed by a protracted and painful passage through 
the valleys of depression, 


Those who profess to see another boom in the offing, and some of them 
are eminent and authoritative economists and statisticians, are not fearful 
of an era of prosperity founded upon the properly co-ordinated functions 
of demand and supply, of the application of sound business principles to 
production and distribution of needed commodities, but what they fear, and} 
possibly with reason, is a repetition of the wild and unfounded enthusiasm | 
which led to a mad seramble to buy stocks at fictitious prices, to a boost 
in the prices of commodities beyond their real value and to an unparalleled 
orgy of speculation, all more or less based on the desire of the participants 
to reap where they had not sown and to “get something for nothing.” 

To this spirit which raged across the continent like an unbridled prairie} 
fire must be attributed the boom which preceded the profound collapse of | 
the autumn of 1929 and the severity and lengthy duration of the period of | 
penitence and suffering which ensued. 

The question which is agitating the minds of exponents of safe re- 
covery based on sound business methods is whether or not the victims of 
the depression from which the people are only just now emerging have | 
remembered and will heed the lessons which this season of trial should 
have taught them, or are they and their successors going to one more cast | 
all discretion to the winds and again indulge in a riot of speculation and | 
inflation leading to another depression which may be worse than ever? 

Hoping for the best but fearng the worst, these authorities who are} 
prophesying another boom and issuing stern warnings of the ultimate con- | 
sequences should their fears be realized, are basing their conclusions on 
the fact that large sums of accumulated money are seeking an outlet, that | 
raw materials and finished products are required in enormous quantities to) 
replace the ravages of decay and obsolescence of the depression era and} 
the superabundant optimism and fortgetfulness of human nature which is| 
so apt to make desire the parent of decision, to paraphrase a well known | 
legend. 

One of the authorities who fears the imminence of a period of over- 
expansion, followed by a depression so severe as perhaps “to shake civil- 
ization” is Roger W. Babson, well-known business statistician. In articles) 
on the subject he points out that the business pendulum in the United 
State has swung back to normal and outlines steps which the government 
of that country has taken in the hope of stemming the possibility of

Coronation Broadcast 


Not Merely The Empire, But The 
Whole World Will Listen In 

Not merely the empire but the 
world will listen to the coronation 
ceremonies May 12 inside and out- 
side Westminster Abbey. This, the 
first coronation to be broadcast, will 
reach out in English and foreign 
tongues from a battery of 50 micro- 
phones. 

The earl marshal is considering the 
feasibility of setting up television 


machinery in the abbey for the 
actual crowning. In any event Sir 
Stephen Tallents, of the British 


Broadcasting commission, hopes and 
expects the outside processions will 
be caught on the wireless screen in 
their full panoply. 

King George VI. will 
clude the momentous day with a per- 
sonal message to his subjects, This 
will probably be delivered at 8:00 
p.-m., G.M.T. (1 p.m,, M.S.T,). 

Twenty microphones will be estab- 
lished in the abbey itself so every 
audible detail of the service will be 
caught, Along the route microphones 
will be posted at strategic points 
and trained observers will 
the passing scene. 

The coronation day broadcast will 
probably start about 10:15 am, 
GM.T. (the procession times are 
estimated on the basis of precedent) 
when the procession begins from 
Buckingham palace to the abbey. 
And the abbey broadcast is likely to 
last from 11:15 a.m. until 2:15 p.m. 

Immediately following the service 
there may be a break until the re- 
turn procession begins at about 3 
p.m, but this lapse is not definitely 
settled yet. The return procession 
will be covered with even greater 
thoroughness, the scenes at Tralfal- 
gar Square, St. James’s palace and 
Oxford-Circus to be given special at- 
tention. 

The evening's schedule includes a

Half a million tons of fish and sea 
products are taken out of Canadian 
waters—ocean, lake and river—every 
year by Canada’s 70,000 commercial 
fishermen, Herring from the Atlantic 
and the Pacific for the greater part 
of the catch with an average annual 
yield of more thn 100,000 tons. Can- 
ada’s fisheries produce over seventy 
kinds of marketable species, possibly 
more than any other ccuntry. British 
Columia, is responsible for one 
third of the value of all Canadian 
fish producticn and most of it goes 
into cans for export to all parts of 
the world, In 1918 Canada’s fish pro- 
duction was worth $60,000,000 but tc- 
lay, due to depressed conditions in 
foreign markets, the value is down 
to approximately $35,000,000. Home 
consumpticn of fish is only about 30 
per cent of the total. 

Tobacco is a weed and should there- 
fore, be one of the easiest things to 
grow, but it is one of the most diffi- 
cult. Toacco seeds have first to be 
raised in a greenhouse in specially 
prepared soil and cannot be planted 
outdoors until the earth has been ster- 
ilized with steam. The seed is nc bigg- 
er than a grain of pepper and half an 
ounce is enough to plant a twenty- 
acre field. The seedlings are planted 
by hand with great care. Two months 
after transplanting the tobacco plant 
is three feed high.All flower buds and 
new shocts are nipped off in order to 
preserve the strength of the plant. 
The soil is kept purposely poor so that 
period of repening can be contrclled 
by the application of the proper a- 
mount of fertilizer. After the leaves 
have ripened they are picked and 
dried either by air or heat according 
to type.
